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Sheriff nets 250 pounds of 
weed after mysterious drop 


The Williamson County Sheriffs Office on 
Friday afternoon reported recovery of 250 
pounds of marijuana from the western part of 
the county, after an apparent air-drop of 500 
pounds of the drug there sometime early last 
week. 
Sheriff’s officers hoped to recover another 
250 pounds of the suspected marijuana before 
nightfall Friday. 
ANOTHER IOO POUNDS of the substance 
was discovered in eastern Burnet County. 
Total estimated wholesale value of the find 
was placed at $54,000 - $60,000 ($90-$100 per 
pound). Total retail, or “street” , value was es­ 
timated at $96,000 ($10 per ounce). 
The substance was found in twelve 50-pound 
bales strung along a 3‘z-4 mile line running 
west-northwest to south-southeast between 
Burnet and Georgetown. 
Deputies theorized the bales were dropped 
from a low-flying airplane sometime Monday 
night, probably because the occupants of the 
plane wanted to lighten its load or because they 
feared discovery of the cargo. They said one 
bale narrowly missed hitting a house in the 
area. 
THE DEPUTIES also theorized the plane 
was flying inbound from some point in Mexico 
because the substance was wrapped in what 
they described as Mexican paper.” 
Deputy Jim Boutwell said the Sheriffs Of­ 
fice began recovery operations Wednesday 
morning after Liberty Hill Constable Lee Hays 
reported discovery of the bales. Boutwell said 
the original discovery was made by a western 
Williamson County rancher, who then reported 
it to Hays. 
According to the Sheriff’s Office, the sub­ 
stance was found as tightly-compressed bricks 
wrapped in paper and t>- 
oound with twine 
into 50-pound bales covered with a plastic-type 
material and burlap. 
Boutwell said he, Sheriff August H. 
Bosshard, and deputy Leon Kelley recovered 
four bales of the load Wednesday, including one 


load Wednesday morning and another Wednes­ 
day night. 
THE REST of the line of bales, he added, 
was discovered from the air Thursday morn­ 
ing, hidden in an area of the western county 
not readily accessible by vehicle. 
Bosshard and his deputies reported recovery 
of another bale Friday morning. They hoped to 


retrieve the rest ot the load before dark Fri­ 
day. 
The recovery effort was coordinated with 
similar efforts by the Burnet County Sheriffs 
Office and the Narcotics Division of the Texas 
Department of Public Safety (DPS). 
The Sheriffs Office said the recovered sub­ 
stance would be turned over to DPS labs.

Limited supply available but flu season is now 


With only 5.600 doses of the monovalent 
swine flu vaccine on hand and promise of 
another 5.000 doses soon — and the flu season 
arriving with cold rain this week — Williamson 
County Health Director Dr. Donald Myers has 
given the go-ahead sign for organization of flu 
clinics in the county. 
Shots both for persons 18 to 64 and for those 
65 and over or who have chronic illnesses will 
be ad m in istered in Georgetown at the 
courthouse from 9 a m. until 5 p.m. Saturday, 
November 6, and between noon and 4 p.m. Sun­ 
day. November 7. The south entranceway with 
the ram p will be used for the elderly. 
Although Myers had hoped to receive enough 
vaccine for the county’s approximately 40,000 
residents before beginning any clinics, he had 
expected the vaccine early in October. 
Because only small deliveries have been 
made on separate occasions, with no assurance

Dr Donald Myers, director of the health unit 
located in Georgetown, explained that the in­ 
oculations would begin before all vaccine has 
been delivered because of the rapid approach 
of the flu season. 


of when how much more vaccine will arrive, 
Myers initiated the program without enough 
serum to inoculate everyone in the county. 
Whether or not more clinics will be schedul­ 
ed later depends upon the availability of the 
vaccine. 
THE INJECTIONS will be made on a first- 
come, first-serve basis until the vaccine runs 
out. Although clinics had initially been schedul­ 
ed for two successive weekends, that plan 
changed with the decision to start inoculations 
with the small amount of vaccine on hand. 
Currently, the clinics are scheduled to be 
held only on November 6 and 7. 
Five nurses from the health unit will be 
working during the weekend so that one will be 
available at each clinic. In addition to the 
Georgetown clinics, swine flu shots will be 
given at central locations in Leander, Round 
Rock and Taylor. 
A fifth clinic will be held all day Saturday in 
Granger and Sunday afternoon in Jarrell. 
Volunteers are also being accepted to help 
with the paperwork required. 
Each person taking the shot must read and 
sign a form stating that they have had the op­ 
portunity to ask questions about the shots and 
that they understand the benefits and risks of 
taking the inoculation. 
“If the people would read this beforehand it 
would save time in registering,” Donna 
Barksdale of Georgetown, volunteer coor­ 
dinator for the clinics, noted. The registration 
form is reproduced on page 4 of this issue of 
the Sunday SUN. 
Both Myers and Diane Sansom, who is cor- 
dinating the clinic workers, pointed out that it 
is the paperwork which is the most time­ 
consuming segment of the clinic. 
Cards detailing the lot number of each batch 
of serum used must also be filled out for each 
person to keep as a record of the immuniza­ 
tion. 
Also health director of Bell County, Myers 
pointed out that the shot clinics were held in 
sm all com m unities in that county last 
weekend, with a poor turnout. 
He tagged the cold, wet weather and little 
advance notice that the clinics would be held as 
two reasons for the poor showing 
CALLING THE RESPONSE “pretty disap­ 
pointing,” Myers said, “We were prepared for 
about 10,000 people and we got 1,273 — about IO 
percent of what we expected. We are going to 
go this weekend in Temple, Belton and Killeen, 
and we hope this weekend’s turnout will be 
better 
The health administrator also pointed out 


that, to judge by the number of calls the health 
center in Georgetown has received from per­ 
sons anxious to receive the inoculation, 
Williamson County residents seem more con­ 
cerned about getting the shots. 


While Williamson has only about one-fourth 
the amount of vaccine which would be required 
if every citizen requested the free immuniza­ 
tion. Myers agreed that, if demand remains

Chicago area housewives are ’ getting organized.” 
They don’t cal! their organization a ‘ union ”; they call it 
The Chicago Wages for Housework Committee.’* They are 
passing out leaflets on weekends around shopping centers ex­ 
plaining their purpose and recruiting members. 
ALREADY SIMILAR GROUPS of housewives are ‘‘get­ 
ting organized'” in Brooklyn and in Los Angeles. 
Even if their objective is impractical, some of their com­ 
plaints deserve a hearing. 
It is difficult to argue with this objective: Wages for 
everyone who works. 
Indeed, anything less must certainly be discriminatory. 
Yet if either political party were to campaign for “wages 
for everyone who works," such a promise most certainly 
would have to include “working housewives." 
And with government paying such generous wages and 
retirement benefits to men and women working in govern­ 
ment jobs. . . 
And with government making such generous payments and 
benefits available to people who do not work at all. . . 
IT IS UNDERSTANDABLE if housewives like Linda Mack 
of Oak Park, III., feel discriminated against. 
It is she who chairs the Chicago area “Wages for 
Housework Committee." 
This housewife, married and mother of two, says, “As is, 
when a company hires my husband it gets two workers for 
the price of one. 
“No. 
she says, “this is not just a symbolic gesture. We 
want to be paid for our work as everybody else is paid for 
working” 
How much? 
“We ve not yet put a price tag on our labors,” she says 
The Chicago organization is presently financing its ac­ 
tivities by selling dish towels on which is stamped their 
slogan: "Wages for housework." 
"ALL THESE YEARS," says Mrs. Mack, “government 
and businesses have benefited from the work we do. Now it s 
time we start getting paid for it." 
How to pay them and how much? That, the ladies insist, 
can be worked out later. 
Admittedly, however, the problems of execution could 
cause their plan to abort. 
Dr. Doris McLaughlin of the Labor Institute at Wayne 
State in Michigan deduces that if working women have to de­ 
pend on domestic employees to tend the homefront, a work­ 
ing man without a housewife would certainly have to pay 
somebody to tend her chores. 
How come she is expected to work with no compensation 
beyond food, shelter and clothing? 
A RECENT STUDY analyzing the hours and duties of 
housewives - cooking, mending, cleaning, chauffeuring, 
baby sitting, nursing, and so forth - concluded that the 
average housewife's labors in today’s marketplace should 
earn about $30,000 a year 
I understand the writers of All in The Family will be using 
that figure and the “Wages for Housework Qogimittee” as 
the focus for an episode this season. One can imagine Archie 
Bunker's reaction when Edith joins up.

For longer terms 


Our legislators and top administrative people ought 
to be spending more time at their jobs and less time 
campaigning. True enough, but not quite possible. 
With legislative elections every two years, the State 
Representative or the U. S. Congressman is in a bind. 
He has to make a choice - either attend to his job and 
face defeat or neglect his job and spend a lot of time 
visiting with his constituents. 
WE HAVE ALWAYS RESISTED four year terms 
for legislators but gradually in recent years we have 
moved to the other view. We believe the electorate 
would benefit by the longer terms. 
A governor ought to be elected to a single, four year 
term. In the past we nearly always gave a capable 
governor a second term as governor, a total of 4 years. 
Again, during those first two years he was spending a 
lot more time running for reelection than he was atten­ 
ding to the State's business. Now he can be reelected 
for a second four year stint and that s too long in most 
instances. We are for a single 4 year term for gover­ 
nor. 
THE PRESIDENTIAL TERM ought to be six years 
md removal from office for both the president and the 
governor should be a somewhat simpler task than 
what it is now. Now they have to be proven crooks to 
be removed. In England, for instance, the Prime 
Minister and his entire government can be brought 
down by a single no confidence vote. That might be too 
easy over here. 
to the campaign just ending we have seen the en­ 
cumbent president doing the same as all of his 
predecessors have done — use the Oval office and all 
the majestic power of the presidency to win reelec­ 
tion. This is wrong. A single term presidency would 
end it. 


Too, presidential candidates shouldn’t have to spend 
a lot of money to win reelection. Television, a federal 
gift to station turners, ought to be available for an am­ 
ple amount of hee time (the same should apply to 
radio stations) to each of the candidates and all this 
needless, costly ^ dangerous flying back and forth 
across the country to get media exposure should end. 
Candidates should he able to seek and win office 
without powerful financial backing. There aren’t many 
newspapers that would be seriously hurt if they receiv- 
no political advertising from the gubernatorial or 
presidential parties.

The American presidential campaign of 1976 
is nearly over. It has been marked (I) by the 
absence of humor (intentional variety), (2) by 
a regrettable although not unusual indulgence 
by both sides in slurs, 
innuendos, 
mis­ 
representations, evasions, calumny, and empty 
promises - and (3) by avoidance by both can­ 
didates of serious discussion of the major prob­ 
lems which lie ahead for the American people. 
The third point — the avoidance of discussion 
of the major problems ahead - seems to me to 
be of first importance to those voters who are 
Min wondering whether to bother to vote at all. 
or if they do then for which major candidate. 
First, let’s look at the real problems which 
can rear up at any moment to confront the 
next president of the United States. 
In foreign policy it is conceivable that the 
Soviet Union will take military action against 
China. Perhaps the threat of such action is 
more plausible than its actual use. But it might 
happen. And the use, or even the threat of the 
use, of Soviet military power against China 
would be deeply disturbing to the whole world. 
Indeed, there is nothing which could be more 
disturbing than such a threat by Moscow since 
the world today is built around the fact of Mos­ 
cow’s noncontrol over China. The world was 
dangerously out of balance when Moscow could 
control China as well as the entire Soviet 
Union with its Eastern European satellite em­ 
pire. It has been balanced comfortably for the

rest of us from the moment Moscow lost its 
control over China. An attempt to regain that 
control by force would threaten everyone else 
in the world. 
Suppose that should happen. How would ei­ 
ther Mr. Ford or Mr. Carter handle the prob­ 
lem? Nothing said in the campaign bears on 
this matter. 
Almost equally dangerous would be a mili­ 
tary move by Soviet armed forces against Yu­ 
goslavia when Marshal Tito is no longer 
present to keep his conglomerate country to­ 
gether. This is a major concern in every for­ 
eign office in Europe. Nothing said in the cam­ 
paign throws any light on how either Mr. Ford 
or Mr. Carter would meet that problem. 
In the American economy the next president 
will certainly have to make important deci­ 
sions affecting the health and the strength of 
the American economy. Both candidates have 
indulged in platitudes on the subjects of in­ 
flation and unemployment. Mr. Ford has ac­ 
cused Mr. Carter of spendthrift inclinations. 
Mr. Carter has accused Mr. Ford of cal­ 
lousness toward the workingman. But such 
charges throw no real light on how either man 
would meet a serious economic crisis should it 
emerge. 
Perhaps even more important to the future 
of the American people and of the world at 
large will be the methods employed to handle 
the problem of energy. Ever since the oil em­ 


bargo of 1974 governments have talked about 
the problem of energy. But what in fact would 
either Mr. Fwd or Mr. Carter do to prepare 
American industry and the American citizen in 
his little automobile for the day when oil runs 
low and natural gas is gone? The subject has 
scarcely been mentioned in the campaign and 
yet it may be the single most difficult problem 
for the next generation. 


Neither you nor I can go to the polls and 
vote for the way one man or the other can be 
expected to handle any one of these problems 
of the future. The candidates have not dis­ 
cussed them for the simple reason that the an­ 
swers to these problems are uncertain. Neither 
major candidate can know what answer he will 
attempt to apply to these problems. Neither 
man has had time to study them or become fa­ 
miliar with the details of the problems or to 
have mastered the range of possible solutions. 


So how do we choose between the candi­ 
dates? 
We have to make the choice on an individual 
measure of each man. We have to try to de­ 
cide which will approach any one of these 
problems in the most wise and prudent man­ 
ner. Which will choose the better advisers? 
Which will listen most thoughtfully? Which will 
think most objectively? Which, once a choice 
between solutions has been made, will be the 
firmest in pressing ahead with what is deemed 


to be the necessary action? 
The candidates have exposed themselves in 
all their imperfections before us. We are re­ 
markably well informed about their faults. 
These have been mentioned often enough in 
this newspaper and others. But both men also 
have some sturdy qualities. Both are good men 
as goodness is usually measured. Both have 
survived a grueling campaign in good health 
and spirits. Both are sturdy enough and thick- 
skinned enough to stand the heat of high public 
life. 


If the quality of true greatness is in either 
man, it does not yet show itself. Crisis might 
bring it out in either, or both. But both are 
manly enough and able enough and politically 
skillful enough to have survived the ordeal of 
the campaign. Both have run the gauntlet. 
Both are still standing. 
Which would be the better man for the job? 
You must make your own individual choice. 
But be comfortable as you approach your 
choice in the knowledge that the American Re­ 
public has survived the leadership of several 
presidents less competent, less sturdy, and less 
intelligent than either Mr. Ford or Mr. Carter. 
The choice is more than just between a 
Southerner from the Naval Academy and a 
football player from Michigan. But the differ­ 
ence is not enough to make or break the 
United States.

We got him dressed and 
took him to the garden where 
we dug a hole to stand him up 
in. He looked good standing 
there guarding our melons 
but my sister said he wasn’t 
quite finished She ran to the 
house and came back with a 
face she made from white 
cloth 
and 
crayons. 
She 
stitched in it place on the 
burlap head and I had to 
admit it was just what he 
needed. 
He wasn’t very effective at 
doing his job however, 
because crows sometimes 
came to roost on his arms 
and hat. I think they would 
land there to choose which

Susan Clark bucks 
‘super’ stereotype

Susan Clark portrayed 
Babe Didriksen Zaharias 
and she learned how to play 
golf. Then she portrayed 
Amelia Earhart, and so she 
learned how to fly a single­ 
engine plane. 
Now shes been asked to 
do another film biography 
for television, this time the 
fam ous F ren c h fashion 
designer Coco Channel, but 
Clark is neither interested 
in learning how to make 
like a fashion designer nor 
play another famous lady. 
So she turned down that 
last offer. 
“I don’t want to get typed 
a s t h e s u p e r - w o m a n 
portrayer,” said Clark. 
So, Amelia Earhart will 
be it for the time being. 
“Amelia E arhart,” in its 
TV version, was not a politi­ 
cal vehicle. It was, in a 
sense, the story of an air- 
struck young lady whose in- 
f a t u a t i o n wi t h f l y i n g 
catapulted her into interna­ 
tional fame, honored by 
heads of state, idolized bv 
Americans. 
Her death has remained a 
controversy. The rum ors 
persist to this day that when 
her plane disappeared in 
1938, it was all part of a plan 
c a lc u la te d by P re sid e n t 
R oosevelt and the U.S. 
defense forces to take 
reconnaisance photos over 
Japanese-held islands in 
the Pacific. 
A film made years ago, 
starring Roz Russell, sug­ 
gested that the ingenious 
s c h e m e w a s for Mi ss 
E arhart’s plane to run out of 
fuel, so she could ditch in 
the ocean. In sending out 
rescue planes, which would 
in reality be reconnaisance 
aircraft, they could photo­ 
graph the military strength 
of the Japanese. 
“This alleged ploy was 
never proved,” Clark main­ 
tains. “Roosevelt spent $4 
million in four days search­ 
ing for her plane. There is 
no mention (of such a plan) 
in the Roosevelt papers.” 
C l a r k 
d o u b t s 
t h e 
Roosevelt collusion story. 
S hirley M acL aine has 
been attempting to produce 
a film on Amelia Earhart 
for several years now. The 
NBC version has won the 
race, but it does leave room 
for MacLaine’s story since 
h e r s c r i p t a c c e p t s the 
Roosevelt theory.

“Scripts get around." she 
says coyly. “Shirley’s script 
is interesting, but it deals 
mostly with the supposition 
that Amelia and her flight 
engineer were captured by 
the Japanese, and held in­ 
communicado.’.’

“They were heading into 
strange territory. They ap­ 
parently m iscalculated. I 
think the plane went down 
in the Pacific, crashed, and 
sank."

“My whole life has never 
been a game plan,” Carol 
Burnett noted. “I take it as 
it comes . . . and it’s 
worked.” 
She paused, thought, then 
added: 
“Ten years in the same 
job in this business is very 
fortunate. I have no com­ 
plaints, no matter what hap­ 
pens.” 
She is a rarity in televi­ 
sion. In an era when comedy 
and variety shows on a 
weekly basis have not 
flourished, Carol has been 
successful for a decade, 
defying the trend. CBS 
thought so much of Carol 
and her Saturday night 
gang that the network flew 
them all into New York -- 
Harvey Korman (who al­ 
ready has announced his 
decision to leave the show 
next season for an ABC 
series of his own), Vicki 
Lawrence and Tim Conway 
(elevated from “frequent 
guest” to a regular this 
season) — for a special tri­ 
bute to Carol just before the 
season started. The network 
also flew in press from 
around the country for the 
occasion. 
CBS has good cause to be 
g ra te fu l to Carol. She 
started at the network in 
1962 on a 10-year contract, 
which gave her the choice 
of shows in the first five 
years. It m eant, Carol 
recalled, that she had the 
option to pick her own type 
of show, and whatever it 
was, CBS had to put the 
series on the air. 
For almost five years, 
Carol couldn’t make up her 
mind. She and her pro- 
d u c e r - h u s b a n d 
J o e 
Hamilton finally made the 
decision to go with variety 
just a week before the first 
half of the original contract 
expired. Had she not come 
to a decision, Carol would 
have been at CBS’ mercy for 
the next five years of the 
contract 
CBS wasn’t wild about the 
variety idea. In fact, Carol 
was assigned one of the 
more treacherous hours of 
the week — Saturday at IO 
p.m. 


“ I ju st figured that 
variety is what I felt I could 
do best on television. And if 
I failed, I wanted to fail on 
my own term s,” Carol 
reflected. “CBS was so 
unenthusiastic about com- 
edy-variety, they even had 
a replacement show all set 
to go into my hour.” 
The rest is history. She 
has become one of televi­ 
sion’s biggest stars, a Satur­ 
day night staple. And each 
succeeding season marks 
little change in the show’s 
concept. In fact, Carol notes, 
the only real change in the 
IO years is the addition of 
Tim Conway as a regular 
this season. 
“The show changes by 
nature, as people do,” she 
observed. “Things evolve. 
Our new characters have 
all started as one-time 
sketches. We did the family 
skit two years ago and it 
worked well. So it stayed. 


Tim wrote the harried boss 
character last year and it 
was very funny. It, too, is 
staying.” 
This year, Carol also is 
hoping to successfully in­ 
troduce a new personality 
onto the show. Her name is 
Ray Cole, and Carol and her 
husband picked her out of 
“Chorus Line,” the big 
Broadway musical hit. 
“She only has a small role 
(in “Chorus Line”) but you 
haven’t heard a Broadway 
voice like this in years. She 
only weighs about a pound 
and a half. We flew her in 
for a taping. She’s got a cute 
personality, and she’s an 
actress who sings and 
dances.” 
The formula that has been 
successful for Carol over 
these ten years has been the 
developm ent of larger- 
than-life characters and 
playing them for the big 
laughs. 
“We don’t go for jokes,” 
Carol said. “I’m kind of 
from the old school. I love 
Pratt falls and slapstick. 
That’s become a dirty word 
in this era of satire and 
caustic comedy.” 
That’s where Tim excels, 
according to Carol. Shes his 
biggest fan. 
“Had Tim been around 50 
years ago, you’d be having 
Tim Conway film festivals 
today,” Carol declared. 
Perhaps as noted earlier, 
Carol doesn’t work from a 
game plan, but that doesn’t 
mean she won’t think of 
doing other things. She has 
a Th a n k s g i v in g night 
special with Beverly Sills — 
“Sills and Burnett at the 
Met” - on CBS-TV. 
She also would like to do a 
film, and she would like to 
do a TV special with Dick 
Van Dyke (she guest-star­ 
red in one of Dick’s new 
shows this season on NBC). 
She would like to do a 
telev isio n ver sion of 
another Broadway hit. 
Several seasons back, she 


costarred with Alan Alda in 
“Six Rooms, Riv Vu,” and 
enjoyed it immensely. Now 
shes eyeing “Guys and 
Dolls.” 
“Ive always wanted to 
play Adelaide,” she con­ 
fided. 
In recent years, part of 
her hiatus has been oc­ 
cupied with theater in 
California. She talked 
George Kennedy into mak­ 
ing his stage debut in 
“Plaza Suite,” then con­ 
vinced Rock Hudson to do 
likewise in “I Do, I Do.” Now 
she’s hoping to do “Same 
Time, Next Year” with 
George Segal. 
Ifs tough getting the 
Hollywood stars to do 
theater. 
“They’re chicken, afraid 
of th e s t a g e , ” Carol 
declared. “They (Hollywood 
stars) don’t want to stick 
their necks out in front of 
the home folks.” 
But if the Hollywood actor 
is afraid of the stage, 
Carol’s children aren’t. All 
three - Carrie, 12; Jody, 9; 
and Erin, 8 - are interested 
in acting, Carol reported. 
They even perform at home 
for their parents. “They cre­ 
ated a TV game show - they 
call it “The Hot Seat” - and 
put it on in their room. Car­ 
rie has come out of the 
closet and adm itted she 
wants to be an actress. It 
doesn’t disturb me. I’m hav­ 
ing a good time, and I think 
it’s good for kids to have a 
goal.”

The vital need for cotton 
producers to maintain and build 
momentum for their fiber in the 
marketplace through increased 
research and promotion was 
stressed at a meeting in Taylor 
on Thursday 
Presiding was Kenneth John­ 
son, Hutto producer 
He ex­ 
plained the meeting was one of 
a series being arranged by the 
National Cotton Council to dis­ 
cuss cotton’s research and 
promotion needs and oppor­ 
tunities and a proposal to meet 
those needs 
DETAILS of the proposal 
were explained by Producer L 
C Unfred of Tahoka, who was 
lead-off speaker. 
“ U n d e r 
t h e 
p r o p o s a l , 
p r o d u c e r a s s e s s m e n t for 
research and promotion would 
be increased by four-tenths of 
one per cent of the gross sales 
price of each bale of cotton, 
beginning with the 1977 crop ” 
he stated. “This would be in ad­ 
dition to the current $1 per 
bale.” 
He added that after 1977 the 
supplemental assessment could 
be increased in increments up 
to one p e r c e n t on the 
recommendation of the Cotton 
Board and the Secretary of 
Agriculture 
“ THE COTTON BOARD has 
made it very plain, however, 
that this would be done only 
after an in-depth study showed 
conclusively that the program 
was being conducted with max­ 
imum effectiveness, that its 
effectiv en ess could be in­ 
creased only with additional 
financing, and that producers 
themselves 
indicated 
an 
overwhelming sentiment for an 
increase,” Unfred staled. 
He further explained that all 
other aspects of the program 
remain virtually unchanged, in­ 
cluding the right for any 
producer to obtain a refund 
The sp eak er stated that 
t estimony at rec e nt U.S. 
D epartm ent of Agriculture 
hearings across the Cotton Belt 
indicated strong producer sup­ 
port for the proposal.

He explained that in 1975 
producers of synthetic fibers 
spent $230 million in fiber 
research compared with $5.4 
million by growers through Cot­ 
ton Incorporated (CI). The odds 
in fiber advertising ran $60 
million versus $3.4 million for 
cotton. 
Pointing out that inflation has 
hurt cotton’s research and 
promotion effort, he said the $1 
per bale approved by growers 
in the 1966 referendum will buy 
only 60 cents worth of these 
tools t oday.

keep mills thinking about cotton 
and higher cotton blends; 
• Much heavier m erchan­ 
dising and advertising support 
to increase consumer demand;

IT WAS EMPHASIZED that 
in most areas additional funds 
will go directly into program s 
since CI already has an ef­ 
ficient and professional staff in 
place. 
A film depicting how the CI 
staff is conducting the current 
program from its New York 
and Raleigh offices was shown.

The staff explained that 
success in this project was 
achieved t hrough a total 
m arketing approach — fabric 
developm ent, mill contacts, 
fashion design, merchandising 
and advertising. 


low in Bell County, he could requisition some 
of the vaccine from the larger county for use 
here in Williamson. 
In addition to the nurses and lay volunteers, 
doctors from the Georgetown Medical and 
Surgical Hospital have volunteered to be pre­ 
sent not only at the Georgetown clinic but at 
other clinics if they are needed elsewhere in 
the county. While doctors at the Taylor 
hospital will not be present at the clinic there, 
they will be on call. 
Myers explained that the doctors will not be 
giving shots — “ unless they just want to” — 
but will be available to answer questions and in 
case of any emergency which might arise. 


HE STRESSED his own “ reassurance that 
there s nothing in the vaccine which can harm 
you. with the admonition that there are certain 
groups of people who should not take it 
anyway. those who are allergic to eggs or peo­ 
ple who are running fever at the tim e of the 
clinic or who have colds. 
Myers warned that all persons eligible to 
receive the bivalent serum would be required 
to present their physician’s statem ent that 
they are 65 or older, or that they suffer from 
one of the following chronic illnesses: chronic 
broncho-pulmonary disease, such as asthm a or 
cystic fib ro sis; h e a rt d isease; chronic 
neuromuscular disorders; chronic renal dis­ 
eases; diabetes and other chronic metabolic 
disorders; malignancies and immunodeficien­ 
cy states. 
Persons who have fever should delay receiv­ 
ing the immunization and persons who have 
received another type of vaccine within 14 days 
should consult a physician before taking the flu 
vaccine. 
Persons with known allergy to eggs should 
receive the vaccine only under special medical 
supervision. 
No private physicians in Williamson County are 
administering the vaccine, although nursing 
homes in the county have received their quota 
of the bivalent vaccine and will have their 


house doctors authorize the shots there, Myers 
said. 
CHILDREN UNDER 18 will not be given the 
shots unless they are chronically ill. Children 
between the ages of 3 and 17 who have a 
physician’s signed statem ent that they are 
chronically ill can receive the immunization at 
any of the m ass survey clinics or later from 
their family physician.__ 
Reports indicate that dosage amounts for 
children are still being tested by the federal 
government, and may be released at a later 
date for administration locally. 
While most types of influenza virus affect the 
elderly and the chronically ill, Myers explained 
that the swine flu attacks prim arily the young, 
healthy adult between the ages of approximately 
20 and 45. 
“This is the thing that was so devastating 
about the 1918 episode; so many of the young 
people died.” 
Because of this, Myers urges every eligible 
adult in Williamson County to receive the shot. 
Also, this is the reason the bivalent vaccine 
will be administered to the elderly. 
In addition to the swine flu inoculation, the 
bivalent serum contains the killed virus of the 
flu which made the rounds last year — one of 
the more usual types which more often affects 
the elderly or chronically ill. 
TEXAS GOVERNOR Dolph Briscoe recently 
designated the months of October, November 
and December as “ Influenza Immunization 
Months” in Texas and urged all Texans to avail 
themselves of the free protection from the flu. 
“ Public health authorities have stated that 
the potentially lethal ‘swine’ influenza virus 
could strike the American population this 
w inter,” Briscoe stated in urging Texans to 
take the shots. “The members of Congress 
have declared that a potential public health 
emergency exists; and taxpayers’ monies have 
been appropriated for the development and dis­ 
tribution of an effective vaccine against 
‘swine’ influenza.”

St. Louis encephalitis (or 
SLE), often referred to as 
“ sleeping sickness." is causing 
concern and fear among Tex­ 
ans. 
SLE is caused by a virus 
carried bv certain species of 
mosquitoes. Illness in humans 
is the result of the SLE virus in­ 
vading the tissues of the brain 
and other parts of the central 
nervous system. 
Symptoms range from a mild 
reaction involving a few days of 
fever and headaches to more 
grave reactions characterized 
bv chills, nausea and vomiting. 
high fever, severe headaches, 
confusion, 
drow siness, 
con­ 
vulsions. and. in some cases. 
death 
According to Dr. Jim Olson, 
medical entomologist with the 
Texas Agricultural Experiment 
Station, small birds, such as 
sparrows-, are the natural host 
and source of SLE virus. Mos­ 
quitoes pick up the virus by 
feeding on the blood of infected 
birds. Man becomes involved in 
the cycle when infected mos­ 
quitoes. seeking additional 
m e a l s , 
feed on h u m a n s , 
transm itting the virus to them. 
M o s q u i t o e s f e e d i n g on 
humans infected with SLE ap­ 


parently do not pick up the 
virus. Man is, thus, a “ dead 
host" for the virus. 
The mosquito species most 
frequently involved in human 
outbreaks of SLE in Texas and 
other parts of the southern U. S. 
is Culex quinque-fasciatus, or 
the “ southern house mosquito.” 
Olson says that at present, no 
vaccine has been developed 
that will protect humans from 
SLE. Control of SLE outbreaks 
hinges, almost entirely, on the 
rapid suppression of infected 
adult mosquito populations in 
the vicinity of human pop­ 
ulations. This is usually ac­ 
complished with low volume 
applications 
of 
insecticides 
from a i r c r a f t and ground 
vehicles.

“ Excuse me, but can you 
spare a home?” 
This is the question that is be­ 
ing asked by numerous children 
in Central Texas who are in 
need of a foster home. The Tex­ 
as D e p a r t me n t of Public 
Welfare is looking for people in 
this area who are interested in 
the foster care program and 
who could perhaps help a child 
during a troubled period in his 
or her life. More foster homes 
are needed. 
EVERY WEEK five to ten 
c h i l d r e n a r e b e i n g l e f t 
homeless as a result of the 
fam ily breaking apart. The 
causes for these breakups may 
be alcoholism; emotional or 
physical illness; abuse, neglect. 
or abandonment of the child by 
the natural parents. It is at this 
time, when the child needs to be 
removed from his home for his 
own safety and well-being, that 
foster parents come in. 
What is foster care and what 
kind of people become foster 
parents? F o ster c a re is a 
protective 
se r vi ce 
which 
provides a child with a tem ­ 
porary family during a planned 
period while his parents are un­ 
able to take care of him. All 
kinds of people become foster 
parents: young, old, and of all 
ethnic backgrounds. Their main 
concern is for those children 
who are going through a dif­ 
ficult time in their lives and 
who feel that these children 
should have all the basic rights 
that every child deserves. 
Qualifications for being a 
foster parent are simple: foster 
parents must be able to love 


and give to the child, and yet be 
able to see him move on when 
the tim e comes to go back home 
or to go into adoption. They 
must be able to try to under­ 
stand 
and 
accept 
behavior 
problems related to the child’s 
background of insecurity, re­ 
jection, different standards or 
lack of standards for behavior 
in the child’s earlier home. The 
foster parents should be able to 
treat the foster child as one of 
the family, while he is there. 
The m ore active the foster 
family is, the better it is for the 
child. The family must be able 
to share their skills, talents, 
and recreational interests with 
the child to strengthen feelings 
of s e l f - w o r t h a n d s e l f ­ 
confidence through stimulation 
of the child’s creative interests. 
FOSTER PARENTS m ust be 
certified and the social study in­ 
cludes application, references, 
about three interviews, medical 


statem ents, and having home 
inspections. The length of time 
involved in the study varies 
from one to two months. 
The Departm ent provides a 
reim bursem ent fee for the 
child’s expenses, and m ost 
medical costs are taken care of. 
If you feel th at you can 
provide some love and warm th 
to a troubled child; if you feel 
that you can share your home 
and some proper guidance tem ­ 
porarily to a child in need, call 
the nearest D epartm ent of 
Public W elfare’s Foster Home 
Development Office. The of­ 
fices are: Austin, (512) 475- 
5657; Taylor, (512) 352-3611; or 
Lockhart, (512) 398-5271. You 
can also write to the Austin of­ 
fice for m aterials to be mailed 
to you.

Sheriff nets 250 pounds of 
weed after mysterious drop

The Williamson County Sheriff s Office on 
Friday afternoon reported recovery of 250 
pounds of m arijuana from the western part of 
the county, after an apparent air-drop of 500 
pounds of the drug there sometime early last 
week. 
Sheriff's officers hoped to recover another 
250 pounds of the suspected m arijuana before 
nightfall Friday. 
ANOTHER IOO POUNDS of the substance 
was discovered in eastern Burnet County. 
Total estim ated wholesale value of the find 
was placed at $54,000 - $60,000 ($90-$100 per 
pound ). Total retail, or “ street” , value was es­ 
timated at $96,000 ($10 per ounce). 
The substance was found in twelve 50-pound 
bales strung along a 3lz-4 mile line running 
west-northwest to south-southeast between 
Burnet and Georgetown 
Deputies theorized the bales were dropped 
from a low-flying airplane sometime Monday 
night, probably because the occupants of the 
plane wanted to lighten its load or because they 
feared discovery of the cargo. They said one 
bale narrowly missed hitting a house in the 
area. 
THE DEPUTIES also theorized the plane 
was flying inbound from some point in Mexico 
because the substance was wrapped in what 
they described as Mexican paper ” 
Deputy Jim Boutwell said the .Sheriffs Of­ 
fice began recovery operations Wednesday 
morning after Liberty Hill Constable Lee Hays 
reported discovery of the bales. Boutwell said 
the original discovery was made by a western 
Williamson County rancher, who then reported 
it to Hays, 
According to the Sheriff’s Office, the sub­ 
stance was found as tightly-compressed bricks 
wrapped in paper and tv voound with twin*1 
into 50-pound bales covered with a plastic-type 
m aterial and burlap. 
Boutwell said he, Sheriff August H. 
Bosshard, and deputy Leon Kelley recovered 
four bales of the load Wednesday, including one 


load Wednesday morning and another Wednes­ 
day night. 
THE REST of the line of bales, he added, 
was discovered from the air Thursday morn­ 
ing, hidden in an area of the western county 
not readily accessible by vehicle 
Bosshard and his deputies reported recovery 
of another bale Friday morning They hoped to 


retrieve the rest ot the load before dark Fri­ 
day 
The recovery effort was coordinated with 
similar efforts by the Burnet County Sheriff's 
Office and the Narcotics Division of the Texas 
Department of Public Safety (DPS) 
The Sheriff’s Office said the recovered sub­ 
stance would be turned over to DPS labs

With only 5,600 doses of the monovalent 
swine flu vaccine on hand and promise of 
another 5,000 doses soon — and the flu season 
arriving with cold rain this week — Williamson 
County Health Director Dr. Donald Myers has 
given the go-ahead sign for organization of flu 
clinics in the county. 
Shots both for persons 18 to 64 and for those 
65 and over or who have chronic illnesses will 
be ad m in istered in G eorgetow n at the 
courthouse from 9 a m. until 5 p.m. Saturday, 
November 6. and between noon and 4 p.m. Sun­ 
day, November 7. The south entranceway with 
the ramp will be used for the elderly. 
Although Myers had hoped to receive enough 
vaccine for the county’s approximately 40.000 
residents before beginning any clinics, he had 
expected the vaccine early in October. 
Because only small deliveries have been 
made on separate occasions, with no assurance

Myers initiated the program without enough 
serum to inoculate everyone in the county. 
Whether or not more clinics will be schedul­ 
ed later depends upon the availability of the 
vaccine. 
THE INJECTIONS will be made on a first- 
come. first-serve basis until the vaccine runs 
out. Although clinics had initially been schedul­ 
ed for two successive weekends, that plan 
changed with the decision to start inoculations 
with the small amount of vaccine on hand 
Currently, the clinics are scheduled to be 
held only on November 6 and 7. 
Five nurses from the health unit will be 
working during the weekend so that one will be 
available at each clinic. In addition to the 
Georgetown clinics, swine flu shots will be 
given at central locations in Leander, Round 
Rock and Taylor. 
A fifth clinic will be held all day Saturday in 
Granger and Sunday afternoon in Jarrell. 
Volunteers are also being accepted to help 
with the paperwork required. 
Each person taking the shot must read and 
sign a form stating that they have had the op­ 
portunity to ask questions about the shots and 
that they understand the benefits and risks of 
taking the inoculation 
“ If the people would read this beforehand it 
would save tim e in registering,” Donna 
Barksdale of Georgetown, volunteer coor­ 
dinator for the clinics, noted. The registration 
form is reproduced on page 4 of this issue of 
the Sunday SUN. 
Both Myers and Diane Sansom, who is cor- 
dinating the clinic workers, pointed out that it 
is the paperwork which is the most tim e­ 
consuming segment of the clinic. 
Cards detailing the lot number of each batch 
of serum used must also be filled out for each 
person to keep as a record of the immuniza­ 
tion 
Also health director of Bell County, Myers 
pointed out that the shot clinics were held in 
sm all com m unities in th at county last 
weekend, with a poor turnout. 
He tagged the cold, wet weather and little 
advance notice that the clinics would be held as 
two reasons for the poor showing 
CALLING THE RESPONSE “ pretty disap 
pointing. 
Myers said, “ We were prepared for 
about 10,000 people and we got 1,273 — about IO 
percent of what we expected We are going to 
go this weekend in Temple, Belton and Killeen, 
and we hope this weekend s turnout will be 
better." 
The health adm inistrator also pointed out 


that, to judge by the number of calls the health 
center in Georgetown has received from per 
sons anxious to receive the inoculation, 
Williamson County residents seem more con­ 
cerned about getting the shots. 


While Williamson has only about one-fourth 
the amount of vaccine which would be required 
if every citizen requested the free immuniza­ 
tion.

How much? 
We vc not yet put a price tag on our labors,” she says 
The Chicago organization is presently financing its ac­ 
tivities by selling dish towels on which is stamped their 
slogan “ Wages for housework” 
ALL T H ESE Y E A R S,” says Mrs. Mack, “ government 
and businesses have benefited from the work we do Now it s 
time we start getting paid for it” 
How to pay them and how much9 That, the ladies insist, 
can be worked out later. 
Admittedly, however, the problems of execution could 
cause their plan to abort. 
Dr Doris McLaughlin of the Labor Institute at Wayne 
State in Michigan deduces that if working women have to de­ 
pend on domestic employees to tend the homefront. a work­ 
ing man without a housewife would certainly have to pay 
somebody to tend her chores.

For longer terms 


Our legislators and top administrative people ought 
to be spending more time at their jobs and less time 
campaigning True enough, but not quite possible. 
With legislative elections every two years, the State 
Representative or the U. S. Congressman is in a bind. 
He has to make a choice - either attend to his job and 
face defeat or neglect his job and spend a lot of time 
visiting with his constituents. 
W E HAVE ALWAYS RESISTED four year terms 
for legislators but gradually in recent years we have 
moved to the other view We believe the electorate 
would benefit by the longer terms. 
A governor ought to be elected to a single, four year 
term. In the past we nearly always gave a capable 
governor a second term as governor, a total of 4 years. 
Again, during those first two years he was spending a 
lot more time running for reelection than he was atten­ 
ding to the State's business. Now he can be reelected 
for a second four year stint and that’s too long in most 
instances. We are for a single 4 year term for gover­ 
nor. 


THE PRESID EN TIA L TERM ought to be six years 
and removal from office for both the president and the 
governor should be a somewhat simpler task than 
what it is now Now they have to be proven crooks to 
he removed 
In England, for instance, the Prime 
Minister and his entire government can be brought 
down by a single no confidence vote. That might be too 
easy over here. 
to the campaign just ending we have seen the en­ 
cumbent president doing the same as all of his 
predecessors have done — use the Oval office and all 
the majestic power of the presidency to win reelec­ 
tion This is wrong. A single term presidency would 
end it.

The American presidential campaign of 1976 
is nearly over It has been marked (I) by the 
absence of humor (intentional variety), (2) by 
a regrettable although not unusual indulgence 
by 
both 
sides 
in 
slurs, 
innuendos, 
mis­ 
representations, evasions, calumny, and empty 
promises - and (3) by avoidance by both can 
didates of serious discussion of the major prob­ 
lems which lie ahead for the American people. 
The third point - the avoidance of discussion 
of the major problems ahead - seems to me to 
be of first importance to those voters who are 
Ail] wondering whether to bother to vote at all. 
or if they do then for which major candidate. 
First, let’s look at the real problems which 
can rear up at any moment to confront the 
next president of the United States 
In foreign policy it is conceivable that the 
Soviet Union will take military action against 
China. Perhaps the threat of such action is 
more plausible than its actual use. But it might 
happen And the use. or even the threat of the 
use, of Soviet military power against China 
would be deeply disturbing to the whole world 
Indeed, there is nothing which could be more 
disturbing than such a threat by Moscow since 
the world today is built around the fact of Mos­ 
cow’s noncontrol over China. The world was 
dangerously out of balance when Moscow could 
control China as well as the entire Soviet 
Union with its Eastern European satellite em­ 
pire It has been balanced comfortably for the 


What to vote for, or against 


rest of us from the moment Moscow lost its 
control over China. An attempt to regain that 
control by force would threaten everyone else 
in the world 
Suppose that should happen. How would ei­ 
ther Mr Ford or Mr. Carter handle the prob­ 
lem ? Nothing said in the campaign bears on 
this matter 
Almost equally dangerous would be a mili­ 
tary move by Soviet armed forces against Yu­ 
goslavia when Marshal Tito is no longer 
present to keep his conglomerate country to­ 
gether This is a major concern in every for­ 
eign office rn Europe Nothing said in the cam­ 
paign throws any light on how either Mr. Ford 
or Mr. Carter would meet that problem. 
In the American economy the next president 
will certainly have to make important deci­ 
sions affecting the health and the .strength of 
the American economy. Both candidates have 
indulged in platitudes on the subjects of in­ 
flation and unemployment. Mr Ford has ac­ 
cused Mr Carter of spendthrift inclinations. 
Mr Carter has accused Mr. Ford of cal­ 
lousness toward the workingman. But such 
charges throw no real light on how either man 
would meet a serious economic crisis should it 
emerge. 


Perhaps even more important to the future 
of the American people and of the world at 
large will be the methods employed to handle 
the problem of energy Ever since the oil em­ 


bargo of 1974 governments have talked about 
the problem of energy But what in fact would 
either Mr. Ford or Mr. Carter do to prepare 
American industry and the American citizen in 
his little automobile for the day when oil runs 
low and natural gas is gone? The subject has 
scarcely been mentioned in the campaign and 
yet it may be the single most difficult problem 
for the next generation. 


Neither you nor I can go to the polls and 
vote for the way one man or the other can be 
expected to handle any one of these problems 
of the future. The candidates have not dis­ 
cussed them for the simple reason that the an­ 
swers to these problems are uncertain. Neither 
major candidate can know what answer he will 
attempt to apply to these problems. Neither 
man has had time to study them or become fa­ 
miliar with the details of the problems or to 
have mastered the range of possible solutions. 


So how do we choose between the candi­ 
dates? 
We have to make the choice on an individual 
measure of each man. We have to try to de­ 
cide which will approach any one of these 
problems in the most wise and prudent man­ 
ner. Which will choose the better advisers? 
Which will listen most thoughtfully? Which will 
think most objectively? Which, once a choice 
between solutions has been made, will be the 
firmest in pressing ahead with what is deemed 


to be the necessary action9 
The candidates have exposed themselves in 
all their imperfections before us. We are re­ 
markably well informed about their faults. 
These have been mentioned often enough in 
this newspaper and others. But both men also 
have some sturdy qualities. Both are good men 
as goodness is usually measured. Both have 
survived a grueling campaign in good health 
and spirits. Both are sturdy enough and thick- 
skinned enough to stand the heat of high public 
life. 


If the quality of true greatness is in either 
man, it does not yet show itself. Crisis might 
bring it out in either, or both. But both are 
manly enough and able enough and politically 
skillful enough to have survived the ordeal of 
the campaign. Both have run the gauntlet. 
Both are still standing. 
Which would be the better man for the job? 
You must make your own individual choice. 
But be comfortable as you approach your 
choice in the knowledge that the American Re­ 
public has survived the leadership of several 
presidents less competent, less sturdy, and less 
intelligent than either Mr. Ford or Mr. Carter. 


The choice is more than just between a 
Southerner from the Naval Academy and a 
football player from Michigan. But the differ­ 
ence is not enough to make or break the 
United States.

Hospital and Tumor Institute with assistance from 
the American Red Cross, American Cancer Society 
and many other health agencies in Texas which 
provide services to cancer patients and their 
families. 
Funded by the National Cancer Institute, the CIS 
functions as part of a nation-wide network. 
The phone lines are open from 8 a m. to 5 p.m. on 
weekdays and operated by trained American Red 
Cross volunteers. All background material used to

No game plan for Carol Burnett

“My whole life has never 
been a game plan,” Carol 
Burnett noted. “I take it as 
it com es . . . and it’s 
worked.” 
She paused, thought, then 
added: 
“Ten years in the same 
job in this business is very 
fortunate. I have no com­ 
plaints, no matter what hap­ 
pens.” 
She is a rarity in televi­ 
sion. In an era when comedy 
and variety shows on a 
w eekly basis have not 
flourished, Carol has been 
successful for a decade, 
defying the tre n d . CBS 
thought so much of Carol 
and her Saturday night 
gang that the network flew 
them all into New York -- 
Harvey Korman (who al­ 
ready has announced his 
decision to leave the show 
next season for an ABC 
series of his own), Vicki 
Lawrence and Tim Conway 
(elevated from “frequent 
guest’’ to a regular this 
season) -- for a special tri­ 
bute to Carol just before the 
season started. The network 
also flew in press from 
around the country for the 
occasion. 
CBS has good cause to be 
g r a te f u l to C a ro l. She 
started at the network in 
1962 on a 10-year contract, 
which gave her the choice 
of shows in the first five 
years. It m ean t, C arol 
recalled, that she had the 
option to pick her own type 
of show, and whatever it 
was, CBS had to put the 
series on the air. 
For almost five years, 
Carol couldn’t make up her 
mind. She and her pro­ 
d u c e r - h u s b a n d 
J o e 
Hamilton finally made the 
decision to go with variety 
just a week before the first 
half of the original contract 
expired. Had she not come 
to a decision, Carol would 
have been at CBS’ mercy for 
the next five years of the 
contract. 
CBS wasn’t wild about the 
variety idea. In fact, Carol 
was assigned one of the 
more treacherous hours of 
the week -- Saturday at IO 
p.m. 


“ I ju s t fig u re d th a t 
variety is what I felt I could 
do best on television. And if 
I failed, I wanted to fail on 
my own te rm s ,’’ Carol 
re flected . “ CBS w as so 
unenthusiastic about com- 
edy-variety, they even had 
a replacement show all set 
to go into my hour.” 
The rest is history. She 
has become one of televi­ 
sion’s biggest stars, a Satur­ 
day night staple. And each 
succeeding season m arks 
little change in the show’s 
concept. In fact, Carol notes, 
the only real change in the 
IO years is the addition of 
Tim Conway as a regular 
this season. 
“The show changes by 
nature, as people do,” she 
observed. “Things evolve. 
Our new characters have 
all s ta rte d as one-tim e 
sketches. We did the family 
skit two years ago and it 
worked well. So it stayed. 


Tim wrote the harried boss 
character last year and it 
was very funny. It, too, is 
staying.’’ 
This year, Carol also is 
hoping to successfully in­ 
troduce a new personality 
onto the show. Her name is 
Ray Cole, and Carol and her 
husband picked her out of 
“ C horus L ine,’’ the big 
Broadway musical hit. 
“She only has a small role 
(in “Chorus Line”) but you 
haven’t heard a Broadway 
voice like this in years. She 
only weighs about a pound 
and a half. We flew her in 
for a taping. She’s got a cute 
personality, and she’s an 
a c tr e s s who sin g s an d 
dances." 
The formula that has been 
successful for Carol over 
these ten years has been the 
dev elo p m en t of la rg e r- 
than-life c h a rac te rs and 
playing them for the big 
laughs. 
“We don’t go for jokes,” 
Carol said. “ I’m kind of 
from the old school. I love 
Pratt falls and slapstick. 
That s become a dirty word 
in this era of satire and 
caustic comedy.” 
That’s where Tim excels, 
according to Carol. She s his 
biggest fan. 
“Had Tim been around 50 
years ago. you’d be having 
Tim Conway film festivals 
today, Carol declared. 
Perhaps as noted earlier, 
Carol doesn't work from a 
game plan, but that doesn’t 
mean she won t think of 
doing other things. She has 
a T h a n k s g i v i n g n i g h t 
special with Beverly Sills -- 
“Sills and Burnett at the 
Met” - on CBS-TV. 
She also would like to do a 
film, and she would like to 
do a TV special with Dick 
Van Dyke (she guest-star­ 
red in one of Dick’s new 
shows this season on NBO. 
She would like to do a 
t e l e v i s i o n v e r s i o n of 
a n o t h e r B r o a d w a y hit. 
Several seasons back, she

CI staff members reported 
that as a result of these efforts, 
six mills and converters now 
are producing “ Natural Blend” 
shirting fabrics. Thi rteen 
prominent shirt brands are us­ 
ing the fabric, which must con­ 
tain at least 60 per cent cotton. 
The next step is to change blend 
levels in additional volume 
markets.

low in Bell County, he could requisition some 
of the vaccine from the larger county for use 
here in Williamson 
In addition to the nurses and lay volunteers, 
doctors from the Georgetown Medical and 
Surgical Hospital have volunteered to be pre­ 
sent not only at the Georgetown clinic but at 
other clinics if they are needed elsewhere in 
the county. While doctors at the Taylor 
hospital will not be present at the clinic there. 
they will be on call 
Myers explained that the doctors will not be 
giving shots — “ unless they just want to” — 
but will be available to answer questions and in 
case of any emergency which might arise. 


H E STRESSED his own “ reassurance that 
there s nothing in the vaccine which can harm 
you. with the admonition that there are certain 
groups of people who should not take it 
anyway; those who are allergic to eggs or peo­ 
ple who are running fever at the time of the 
clinic or who have colds. 
Myers warned that all persons eligible to 
receive the bivalent serum would be required 
to present their physician’s statement that 
they are 65 or older, or that they suffer from 
one of the following chronic illnesses; chronic 
broncho-pulmonary disease, such as asthma or 
cystic fibrosis; 
heart disease; 
chronic 
neuromuscular disorders; chronic renal dis­ 
eases; diabetes and other chronic metabolic 
disorders; malignancies and immunodeficien­ 
cy states. 


Persons who have fever should delay receiv­ 
ing the immunization and persons who have 
received another type of vaccine within 14 days 
should consult a physician before taking the flu 
vaccine. 


Persons with known allergy to eggs should 
receive the vaccine only under special medical 
supervision. 


No private physicians in Williamson County are 
administering the vaccine, although nursing 
homes in the county have received their quota 
of the bivalent vaccine and will have their 


house doctors authorize the shots there. Myers 
said 


C H ILD R E N U N D ER 18 will not be given the 
shots unless they are chronically ill. Children 
between the ages of 3 and 17 who have a 
physician’s signed statement that they are 
chronically ill can receive the immunization at 
any of the mass survey clinics or later from 
their family physician^ 


Reports indicate that dosage amounts for 
children are still being tested by the federal 
government, and may be released at a later 
date for administration locally. 


While most types of influenza virus affect the 
elderly and the chronically ill, Myers explained 
that the swine flu attacks prim arily the young, 
healthy adult between the ages of approximately 
20 and 45. 


“ This is the thing that was so devastating 
about the 1918 episode: so many of the young 
people died.” 
Because of this. Myers urges every eligible 
adult in Williamson County to receive the shot. 
Also, this is the reason the bivalent vaccine 
will be administered to the elderly. 
In addition to the swine flu inoculation, the 
bivalent serum contains the killed virus of the 
flu which made the rounds last year — one of 
the more usual types which more often affects 
the elderly or chronically ill. 
TEXAS GOVERNOR Dolph Briscoe recently 
designated the months of October, November 
and December as “ Influenza Immunization 
Months” in Texas and urged all Texans to avail 
themselves of the free protection from the flu. 
“ Public health authorities have stated that 
the potentially lethal ‘swine’ influenza virus 
could strike the American population this 
winter,” Briscoe stated in urging Texans to 
take the shots. “ The members of Congress 


have declared that a potential public health 
emergency exists; and taxpayers’ monies have 
been appropriated for the development and dis­ 
tribution of an effective vaccine against 
‘swine’ influenza.”

Louis encephalitis (or 
SLE), often referred to as 
sleeping sickness.” is causing 
concern and fear among Tex­ 
ans. 
SLE is caused by a virus 
carried by certain species of 
mosquitoes. Illness in humans 
is the result of the SLE virus in­ 
vading the tissues of the brain 
and other parts of the central 
nervous system. 
Symptoms range from a mild 
reaction involving a few days of 
fever and headaches to more 
grave reactions characterized 
bv chills, nausea and vomiting, 
high fever, severe headaches, 
confusion, 
drowsiness, 
con­ 
vulsions. and, in some cases, 
death 
According to Dr. Jim Olson, 
medical entomologist with the 
Texas Agricultural Experiment 
Station, small birds, such as 
sparrows, are the natural host 
and source of SLE virus. Mos­ 
quitoes pick up the virus by 
feeding on the blood of infected 
birds. Man becomes involved in 
the cycle when infected mos­ 
quitoes. seeking additional 
me al s, 
feed 
on 
humans, 
transmitting the virus to them. 
M o s q u i t o e s f e e d i n g on 
humans infected with SLE ap­ 


parently do not pick up the 
virus. Man is, thus, a “ dead 
host" for the virus. 
The mosquito species most 
frequently involved in human 
outbreaks of SLE in Texas and 
other parts of the southern U. S. 
is Culex quinque-fasciatus, or 
the “ southern house mosquito.” 
Olson says that at present, no 
vaccine has been developed 
that will protect humans from 
SLE. Control of SLE outbreaks 
hinges, almost entirely, on the 
rapid suppression of infected 
adult mosquito populations in 
the vicinity of human pop­ 
ulations. This is usually ac­ 
complished with low volume 
applications 
of 
insecticides 
from a i r c r a f t and ground 
vehicles.

Welfare is looking for people in 
this area who are interested in 
the foster care program and 
who could perhaps help a child 
during a troubled period in his 
or her life. More foster homes 
are needed. 
E V E R Y W EEK five to ten 
c h i l d r e n 
a r e 
b e i n g 
l e f t 
homeless as a result of the 
fam ily breaking apart. The 
causes for these breakups may 
be alcoholism; 
emotional or 
physical illness; abuse, neglect, 
or abandonment of the child by 
the natural parents. It is at this 
time, when the child needs to be 
removed from his home for his 
own safety and well-being, that 
foster parents come in. 
What is foster care and what 
kind of people become foster 
parents? Foster care is a 
protecti ve 
servi ce 
which 
provides a child with a tem ­ 
porary family during a planned 
period while his parents are un­ 
able to take care of him. All 
kinds of people become foster 
parents, young, old, and of all 
ethnic backgrounds. Their main 
concern is for those children 
who are going through a dif­ 
ficult time in their lives and 
who feel that these children 
should have all the basic rights 
that every child deserves. 
Qualifications for being a 
foster parent are simple: foster 
parents must be able to love 


and give to the child, and yet be 
able to see him move on when 
the time comes to go back home 
or to go into adoption. They 
must be able to try to under­ 
stand 
and 
accept 
behavior 
problems related to the child’s 
background of insecurity, re­ 
jection, different standards or 
lack of standards for behavior 
in the child’s earlier home. The 
foster parents should be able to 
treat the foster child as one of 
the family, while he is there. 
The more active the foster 
family is, the better it is for the 
child. The fam ily must be able 
to share their skills, talents, 
and recreational interests with 
the child to strengthen feelings 
of 
s e l f - w o r t h 
and 
s e l f ­ 
confidence through stimulation 
of the child’s creative interests. 
FOSTER PARENTS must be 
certified and the social study in­ 
cludes application, references, 
about three interviews, medical 


statements, and having home 
inspections. The length of time 
involved in the study varies 
from one to two months. 
The Department provides a 
reimbursement 
fee 
for the 
child’s expenses, 
and most 
medical costs are taken care of. 
If you feel that you can 
provide some love and warmth 
to a troubled child; if you feel_ 
that you can share your home 
and some proper guidance tem­ 
porarily to a child in need, call 
the 
nearest 
Departm ent of 
Public W elfare’s Foster Home 
Development Office. The of­ 
fices are:
